DETAILED ACTION 

1. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "one or more captive nuts" of 
claim 6, the "one or more fender mounting bolts" of claim 6, the tie-down means retraining a 
load of claim 7, the "fender coupling means" of claim 10, the "captive nut retaining means" of 
claim 1 1, the "fender mounting structure" of claim 15, and the "captive nut retaining capacity" of 
claim 16 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended."
